Several times in doubling back on 
the trail, the Abbott and police cars 
sped up and down North Clark 
street. Hundreds of persons, rec- 
ognizing the machines by their 
speed and constant reappearance, 
lined the streets and cheered. 

Many shots were fired by the 
offiers. A revolver was found in 
the Abbott machine. 

Abbott, who was accompanied by 
his wife, denied having any part 
in the murder of Lingle, June 9 
or in the attack on Zuta. There 
was a bullet hole in the back of 
his automobile which police think 
was made by officers who fired on 
the machine from which the attack 
on Zuta was made, They said they 
did not believe any of the shots 
fired in today’s chase struck the 
machine. 

Frankie Foster, gangster under 
indictment for’ the murder of Lin- 
gle, today returned from Califor- 
nia in custody of ‘two detectives 
and was taken to the Criminal 
Court Building for examination. 

Foster was taken. from a Santa 
Fe train as it paused in an outly- 
ing railroad yard.

The gangster has admitted he 
bought the revolver found beside 
the body of Lingle. The investiga- 
tors want to know to whom he 
gave the weapon.

Pound, dean of the law school of 
Harvard University, is the second

This they are unwilling 
to do save as a last resort. Not 
only are they mindful of the cry 
of “gag rule” that would be 
raised against cloture, but some of 
them who are with the administra- 
tion in the treaty contest as against 
it in the coming world court fight 
are disinclined to invoke a weapon 
that may be turned against them 
in the next session, 

For the time being, therefore, 
pro-treaty leaders will continue the 
method of seeking to wear out the 
opposition in night sessions, 

Reading of the treaty, article by 
article, as required by the Senate 
rules, began shortly after noon. 
The Johnson group immediately 
began to shower it with reserva- 
tions. As the reading proceeded, 
friends of the treaty arose from 
time to time to make brief expla- 
nations of its terms. The pro- 
ceedure afforded the opposition a 
series of welcome breathing spells. 

14 Reservations Pending. 

Fourteen reservations altogether 
were pending this afternoon. Each 
of them was a talking point which 
the opposition might seize to drag 
out the debate. . 

Among the new reservations was 
one by Johnson providing that the 
treaty should become null and void 
if the United States should ever 
join the League of Nations or ad- 
here to the protocol of the World 
Court. 

In the course of the debate 
Robinson of Arkansas, the minority 
leader and one of the framers of 
the treaty, expressed the convic- 
tion that it would be sound policy 
for the United States to build its 
permitted tonnage, except perhaps 
in the destroyer category. 

“If we build as provided by the 
treaty,” said Robinson, “we shall 
have a well-balanced navy, and at 
a cost much less than the cost of 
unregulated building.” 

“I challenge that assertion,” re- 
torted Johnson. “The cost under 
the treaty will be much more than 
it would be under any American

TOKIO, July 19.—Thirty per- 
sons were killed, many others are 
missing and injured, and immense 
property damage was caused by 
a typhoon and rainstorm which 
swept over Loochoo and Kiushiu 
Islands yesterday. 

Thousands of persons ware made 
homeless. The storm, traveling 100 
miles an hour, destroyed hundreds 
of dwellings. The wind swept over 
the islands, crossed the straits and 
roared into Korea. 


A train was wrecked and 20 
persons injured. 

A village of 300 was reported 
buried in a landslide loosened by 
the heavy downpour. 

At sea the casualties were be- 
lieved to Rave been far greater 
than on the islands. Hundreds of 
boats were smashed and sunk. The 
death list probably would have 
been far greater except for the fact 
that storm warnings had been 
broadcast the previous day. 

Dispatches from Fugan, Korea, 
say the storm struck there at 
noon, leveling homes and causing 
panic before continuing inland un- 
diminished. 

Electric plants were crippled and 
communication interrupted, mak- 
ing it difficult to collect informa- 
tion. 

Most transportation systems were 
at a standstill because landslides 
had covered roads and _ railway 
tracks. 

Fukuoka Prefecture, first to 
make a comprehensive report, list- 
ed 11 killed ashore, 21 missing, 88 
injured, 1000 houses destroyed 
and 10,000 dwellings damaged.

HURT IN EXPERIMENT 


Dr. F. E. Poindexter Cut About 
Eye Making Polarized 
Light Test. 


Failure of a steel pressure cham- 
ber under 100,000 pounds to the 
square inch endangered the sight of 
Dr. Franklin E. Poindexter, direc- 
tor of physics research in St. Louts 
University, who was conducting an 
experiment in the rotation of po- 
larized light yesterday in the phys- 
ics laboratory. 


A one-quarter inch piece of 
heavy plate glass was blown from 
a tiny peephole in one end of the 
cylindrical chamber through the 
three-inch tube of a polarimeter, 
carrying with it the nickel prism 
and lens of the instrument. The 
corner of Dr. Poindexter’s left eye 
was peppered with glass particles. 

Prof. Louls E. James of the 
physics department, with whom 
Dr. Poindexter was conducting the 
experiment, and Lester J. Zimmer- 
man, who took his doctor's degree 
this year and is engaged in other 
physics experiments with Dr. Poin- 
dexter, took him to the office ofa 
physician, who removed glass 
from the eyeball and informed Dr. 
Poinedxter that there were no 
punctures and the. prinicpal re- 
maining danger to sight was the 
possibility of infection. 

The pressure chamber had been 
manufactured to fit the research 
expert’s design, figured, if flaw- 
less, to withstand a pressure of 
several hundred thousand pounds. 
It is a heavy 16-inch steel: cylin- 
der, four inches in diameter, with 
only a one-half inch tube for con- 
tents. Pressure is raised by an 
eight-inch steel plug, tightened by 
wrench six feet long. For passage 
of light through the tube, there is 
a@ one-quarter inch aperture at 
each end of the cylinder, with plate 
glass nearly a half-inch thick 
backed against the ends from with- 
in and secured against leakage by 
the pressure itself. 

Yesterday’s experiment was the

by Prof. James and Dr. Poindex- 
ter on the effects of pressure upon 
the rotation of polarized light 
passed through a sugar solution. 
Without pressure the solution pro- 
duced a rotation of 11 or 12 de- 
grees. The experiment progressed 
far enough, Dr. Poindexter related, 
for him to observe that the enor, 
mous pressure reversed the action 
to the extent of a rotation of one 
or two degrees in the opposite di- 
rection. 

Dr. Poindexter set the cylinder 
clinched by a vise, in a polarime- 
ter, from one end of which the 
light passed through the cylinder 
so that he could make his obser- 
vations at the other end. He ap- 
plied pressure by putting all his 
strength on the wrench and took 
his place at the eye-plece. He be- 
lieved that the polarimeter shield- 
ed him against injury. The fact

the ships to trade with in future 
limitation conferences. 

The Walsh resolution sets out 
that the “failure to make any ma- 
terial progress in actual naval dis- 
armament reduction has been due 
to the fact that the American navy 
was proportionately inferior to the 
navies of Great Britain and Japan 
at the convening of the last two 
conferences.”’ 

It declares, further, that “in the 
opinion of American delegates and 
ovrevers no conferences will re- 
sult in bringing about substantial 
limitation unless the United States 
is in a position to scrap its propor- 
tional share of naval craft with 
other Powers.” 

The resolution, therefore, would 
express the sense of the Senate that 
if the treaty is ratified, the United 
States should proceed to the “sub- 
stantial completion by Dec. 31, 
1936, of all crujsers mounting guns 
in excess of 6.1 inches all aircraft 
carriers, all destroyers and all sub- 
marines permitted under - the 
treaty.” 

It was noticed that the resolu- 
tion calls only for the quota of 8- 
inch gun cruisers, and not for the 
6-inch guns ship which the treaty 
permits, but which the navy gen- 
eral board has declared are not 
suited to the special needs of the 
United States. 

Heartened by the return to 
Washington of their principal strat- 
egist, Moses (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, the antitreaty contingent kept 
the issue alive last night through 
long rambling speeches and the 
reading of documents into the rec- 
ords. The printed report this morn- 
ing bulged with naval statistics and 
quotations from the testimony of 
Admirals opposed to the treaty. 

Senator Hale (Rep.), Maine, 
when the opposition seemed about 
to run out of material, declared it 
fitting that the Senate should hear 
the 1928 Armistice @ay speech of 
President Coolidge.

Dispute Over Tax Program

BERLIN, July 19.—Germany 
entered today upon a period of 
political interim during which the 


Reich will be without a parliament 
and ruled by the president and 
cabinet. 

The dissolution of the Reichstag 
yesterday has left political observ- 
ers watching with interest the 
course of the Government, in which 
President Von Hindenburg, his 
Chancellor. Heinrich Bruening, and 
the Minister of Finance, Dr. Her- 
mann Dietrich, will be the domin- 
ating triumvirate. 

Statesmen felt certain that the 
President, were he a younger man, 
would asume active control of the 
situation, but believe it possible 
that Chancellor Bruening and the 
Cabinet really would govern, al- 
ways with the approval of the 
octogenarian chief executive. 

The President left last night for 
the’ Rhineland, which he is visit- 
ing for the first time since the 
war. 

On Sept. 14 the German people 
will elect a new Reichstag, in suc- 
cession to the one dissolved by the 
Chancellor yesterday when they 
voted 236 to 221 to revoke his en- 
actment by decree, the day before, 
of the Finance Ministry's new tax 
program. 

Those willing to prognosticate 
results of the general elections 
could not see much hope for better- 


ment of the situation existing in the 


last Reichstag, when the chamber’s 
membership was divided among 13 
parties, and the coalition govern- 
ment never could muster any real 
strength. 

The Chancellor appealed to the 
country today to decide its own 
future in the elections, charging 
that “the Reichstag has refused to 
the Reich the means for carrying 
out its tasks.’’ 

“President Von Hindenburg’s 
finance reform program,” the 
Chancellor said, “was rejected by 
a small majority which is divided 
in itself and is incompetent to as- 
sume responsibility. An appeal is 
made to the nation to decide. its 
future. Do the people want to 
withhold from the Government 
what is necessary to regulate fin- 
ances, maintain German economic 
life and safeguard social obliga- 
tions? That ig the question for 
Sept. 14.”

by State depositories. 

The collateral rejected by the 
board, the members of which are 
the Governor, the Attorney-General 
and the State Treasurer, included 
$300,000 of the bonds on the Pierre 
Chouteau apartments in St. Louis; 
$225,000 in bonds of drainage dis- 
tricts of Southeast Missouri; $160,- 
000 in bonds issued by Joint Stock 
Land Banks, and $150,000 in bonds 
of Federal Land Banks. 

The Pierre Chouteau bonds fig- 
ured in the dispute this week. be- 
tween Brunk and Attorney-General 
Shartel. Brunk said he had ac- 
cepted them last July after they 
had. been approved by the Attor- 
ney-General, and Shartel stated 
that he did not Know of the bonds 
until the Board of Fund Commis- 
sioners met early this year, 

Interest Not Kept Up. 

The drainage district bonds were 
rejected by the board, although 
the law specifically enumerates 
them among securities which the 
State Treasurer may accept as col- 
lateral for deposits, because no 
active market exists for them as a 


result of the failure of some dis- 
tricts to maintain interest pay- 
ments. 


Because drainage district bonds 
have been regarded for several 
years as poor investments, Brunk 
encouraged banks during 1929 to 
substitute other collateral for them 
and did not accept them when ad- 
ditional collateral was required. 
In this way $260,000 of the bonds 
were weeded out last year.

OF RARE DISEASE 


Picture of Health on Visit ‘to 
Paris and May Get Throne 
After All.

PARIS, July 18.—A political and 
dynastic sensation jas been afford- 
ed Paris by the visit h+re of the 
son of the King of Spain, the Prince 


of Asturias. The young man-has 
long suffered from haemophilia (a 
tendency to bleed freely and dan- 
gerously from the slightest blow or 
scratch) and has therefore hitherto 
been considered physically unfitted 
to reign. But since his visit here 
even those closest to the Spanish 
Embassy and Spanish court circles 
are expressing amazement at his 
robust, healthy appearance. 

A story is going the rounds in 
diplomatic circles that, after spe- 
cialists of world-wide repute, had 
declared the Prince’s dread and 
rare disease was incurable, a mod- 
est country doctor has effected a 
cure by the simple process of 
building up the patient’s constitu- 
tion. According to this story the 
doctor induced King Alfonso to let 
the boy lead a rough, outdoor life 
under his care. Instead of fenring 
the slightest blow or cut, which he- 
fore would have meant a hemor- 
rhage and several days in bed, the 
Prince rode, swam, playel tennis 
and climbed mountains. He went 
in for all other kinds of sport, just 
like a normal young man, until 
now, it is said, he can risk being 
knocked about without peril to his 
life. ;

SPEEDBOAT HITS YACHT 
~ AND GIRL TS DROWNED 


Both Vessels Sink in Collision 
Off Chicago Bathing 
Beach.

CHICAGO, July 19. — A speed- 
boat, the Whoopee, carrying a 
party of six young people and a 
pilot, crashed amidships into the 
14-ton yacht, Scarab, off the Rog- 
ers Park beach in Lake Michigan 
last night, catapulting Miss Betty 
Ayres, 18 years old, to her death. 

Six other members of the party, 
as well as the four men aboard the 
yacht, reached shore safely, al- 
though Benjamin Marshall Jr., 21- 
year-old son of a wealthy Wilmette 
architect, was severely injured. 

Aboard the Scarab, an auxiliary 
yawl whose home port is Larch- 
mont, N. Y., was the craft’s owner, 
George M. Pulver, wealthy Wash- 
ington mortgage broker, Freeman 
Higgins, New York, and a crew of 
two. 

The speedboat had been rented 
by young Marshall and was piloted 
by Barton Webster. Aboard, in ad- 
dition to Miss Ayres and Marshall, 
were Miss Dorothy Marshall, 14; 
William J. de Riemer, 18, son of 
Dr. Albert de Riemer; Robert 
Shotwell, 16, son of Alfred H. Shot- 
well, millionaire manufacturer, 
and Miss Janet Schreinn. 

No Running Lights. 

Members of the Marshall party 
said the Pulver yawl carried no 
running lights . The collision oc- 
curred about half a mile off shore. 

Following the crash the yaw! be- 
gan to settle, but the Whoopee re- 
mained afloat a few minutes. A 
dingy was thrown over the side of 
the yacht and Pulver, Higgins and 
the two sailors jumped in and 
made their way safely ashore. 

A nearby boat took members of 
the Marshall party aboard. Young 
Marshall was taken to a hospital, 
where an emergeney operation was 
performed early today. Physicians 
said he would recover. 

Members of the party related 
that Marshall was hurt when he 
struck the side of the yawl in div- 
ing after Miss Ayres. 

Body Later Recovered. 

A radio was playing and the 
young people on the speedboat—a 
craft of the cabin cruiser type— 
were laughing and talking when 
suddenly the boats came together 
with qa crash heard a mile away. 
Thousands of bathers along the 
beachea heard it, 

Life guard boats patrolling the 
beaches put out at once and 
nuickly were ioined by coast 
guardsmen. Early today coast 
guardsmen recovered Miss Ayres’ 
body. The young woman had gone 
on the boat trip to escape the heat, 
her mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Ayres, 
said. , . . 

The Scarab only recently ar- 
rived by way of. the St. Lawrence 
River and the Great Lakes, for the 
Chicago-to-Mackinac yacht race 
starting late today. She was idling 
off shore when the collision oc- 
curred. 

The Scarab’s port of registry is 
Washington. She was of wooden 
construction, measured 63 feet 19 
‘inches over all and was sail and 
motor driven. 

Coroner Herman N. Bundesen 
called an inquest into the state- 
ments of the Marshall party that 
the yawl carried no lights.

REFUSES TO DROP 
~ OKOF ROSEGAN 


Richards’ Supporters in 
Race for Prosecuting At- 
torney Regard Action of 
Interest in the primary election 

campaign is centering on the race 


-for the Republican nomination for 


Prosecuting Attorney among seven 
candidates, with the practical po- 
liticians chiefly concerned over the 
fortunes of two of these aspirants 
—Associate City Counselor Rich- 
ards and Police Judge Rosecan. 

While there are several other 
Republican races attracting atten- 
tion, this overshadows them. There 
are no notable Democratic con- 
tests. 

An unsuccessful attempt was 
made in the Republican City Com- 
mittee. yesterday to rescind the 
committee’s indorsement of Rose- 
can, voted last month by 24 of 52 
committee members present, three 
being absent. Richards received 
19 votes and the other 10 votes 
were divided among three other 
candidates. The inclination among 
Richards’ supporters today was to 
regard the refusal of the committee 
to change its mind as of little sig- 
nificance. 

Bar Supports Richards. 

Richards, who has the Bar As- 
sociation indorsement, was recom- 
mended to the city committee on 
the slate of the Citizen’s Advisory 
Committee, but in this and sevcral 
other instances the city committe 
disregarded the suggestion of the 
advisory group. It had been pro- 
posed to have the city committee 
unite ‘in support of a slate of can- 
didates for nomination, but ‘his 
effort has been made worthless. 

The upshot is that candidates 
are striving to get the backing of 
as many individual committee 
members as possible, in order to be 
carried on the ward slates on pri- 
mary day and thus get ward or- 
ganization support. Both Rich- 
ards and Rosecan are confident of 
having the aid of a majority of 
the committee. 

Rosecan, according to some of 
Richards’ leading supporters, has 
reminded some cOmmitteemen that 
if he is defeated for the nomina- 
tion he will retain his Place as 
Police Judge. The committeemen 
recall that they have to ask the 
Police Judges for many favors for 
defendants, in traffic violation and 
other minor cases. It is apparent 
that some committee members are 
refraining from making their at- 
titude on the contest known until 
they feel out the ground. 

Mayor Seems for Rosecan. 

Mayor Miller, who appointed 
Resecan to the police bench, ap- 
pears to favor his candidacy’ and 
sponsored it originally. Certain 
Republican committeemen, who 
felt that Rosecan, who was defeat- 
ed for Circuit Judge two years ago, 
was not their idea of 4 strong can- 
didate, asked the Mayor to with- 
draw his support.

Charles Gratiot and the Nantes Edict. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE MISSOURI HISTORICAL RE- 

VIEJV, published by the State His- 
tori¢al Society of Missouri, in its issue 
for July, 1930, on pages 588-589, cites, 
as from your paper of March 6, 1930, 
an account of the Gratiot family of St. 
Louis. The tollowing appears therein: 

‘the first Charles Gratiot, a French 
Huguenot, was forced to leave Lausanne, 
Switzerland, by the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes, and coming to the col- 
onies, first stopped in Charleston, 8. C. 
In 1777 he settled in St. Louis... 

“In 1815, when Thomas Hart Benton 
came to St. Louis, Charles Gratiot wel- 
comed him to town .. .” 

Assuming that Charles Gratiot was an 
adult when he “was forced to leave 
Lausanne, Switzerland, by the revocation 
of the edict of Nantes,” he would have 
been at least 112 years old on his ar- 
rival, in 1777, in St. Louis; and would 
have been at least 150 years old when, 
in 1815, he welcomed to St. Louis 
Thomas Hart Benton! 

The revocation of the edict of 
Nantes Occurred in thé year 1685. It 
applied only to French subjects. It is 
true that the influence of France was 
very strong in Switzerland at this period, 
but it is also true that, in 1536, Lausanne 
was forcibly taken possession of by Bern 
and the Bernese immediately introduced 
and forcibly maintained Protestantism. 
They held Lausanne until 1798. 

Charles Gratiot may have descended 
from a Huguenot (Protestant of France) 
who may have removed from France to 
Lausanne at the time of the revocation 
of the edict of Nantes (1685). It is im- 
possible that he left Switzerland for 
America because of this edict’s cessa- 
tion. 

Why should modern Americans scram- 
ble so madly in their family-treetops to 
locate a “persecuted” ancestor?

nomic Research tells us that the average American 
laborer in 1928 received only $1205 in any American 
city. Further, a study of the actual incomes of 12,096 
families made by the Department of Labor revealed 
that 92 per cent of them received less than $2100 per 
year. 
Miss Leila Houghteling made a study of the income 
and standard of living of the families of 46 unskilled 
laborers in the city of Chicago. In 70 per cent of 
these families the fathers’ wages were below the Chi- 
cago social agencies’ budget for charitable relief. In 
45 per cent of the families the entire family income, 
with mother and children also at work, did not come 
up to the charity budget. The-diets of 54 families 
were examined in detail and found to be inadequate 
for health. Fifty-eight per cent of the families had 
no bathroom; 22 per cent lacked a private toilet; 53 
per cent could not even provide half a bed for each 
member of the family. Only 20 per cent had tele- 
phones; only 7 per cent had radios; only 3 per cent 
owned automobiles. 

When we have provided the masses of our people 
with the means for a decent, healthful life we may 
safely begin to talk about giving away our surplus 
and sitting idly by with folded hands. But that day 
is indeed far in the future. Our immediate problem 
is that of supplying our people with the purchasing 
power which will enable them to buy the products 
that our industry can produce. It is true that we 
are producing too much of certain things—coal, 
wheat, textiles. But the answer is not to be found 
in idleness. We must stop making things which peo- 
ple do not need and make the things they do need. 
Where we can produce more than we need at home, 
we can send our surplus abroad, not as a gift, but in 
payment for foreign products which will add to our 
well being. An increase in our supply of consum- 
able goods, if they are the right kind of goods, is a 
blessing, not a curse. This is a simple economic 
truth. Our people are to be made prosperous by 
work and wealth, not by willful waste.

Long hesitation after a 
partner’s one no-trump bid, then a bid of two hearts, 
made weakly while looking sternly into partner’s 
eyes, means, “Partner, I’m taking you out from weak- 
ness; don’t dare to say another word.” A sigh, even 
a mild groan, means that one’s bid does not please 
partner. He hasn’t any help in that suit. Asking for 
the score card after a bid or two and placing it in 
front of partner warns him that two will give the 
side game. There are, in addition, other signals, like 
reassuring smiles, frowns, wriggling in the chair, 
slumping backward as though in despair, drumming 
nervously on the table and leaning forward expectant- 
ly as partner’s turn to bid comes.

Since aviation is of sttch recent development, flyers 
of the second generation haye been few.

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OUR POLITICAL DON QUIXOTE. 
In last week’s Colliers, Frank R. Kent of the Balti- 
more Sun, who writes with oracular sureness on 
politics, explained “why politicians have to lie.” 
Lest the incriminating thesis be-misconstrued, the 
author challengingly asserted that politicians are no 
more addicted to deception than any other class, 
trade or profession. And, parenthetically, if a joint 
debate were arranged on this subject, our money 
would be placed on Mr. Kent, and in no pikerish 
amount, either. 
In the Kent commentaries, however, one exception 
was cited—Norris of Nebraska. The always available 
alibi—expediency—is never invoked by him. He 
might even be called quixotic in the sincerity of his 
convictions.

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THE SHAKSPEARE OF SHORTHAND. 

In conferring the Doctor of Science degree on John 
Robert Gregg, the originator of the Gregg system 
of shorthand, Boston University reminds us that the 
man who speeded up the business world with loops 
and curlicues is still alive. Born in Rockcorry, Ire- 
land, 60-odd years ago, he came to the United States 
at a time when the writing of communications was a 
salient handicap to business efficiency. He saw. the 
remedy in the employment of girls to take dietation 
in a quickly written language of hooks and lines, and 
to that end opened a small school in Boston the year 
of Cleveland’s second inauguration.

Why the Middle West Has Hot Spells 


Missouri Valley region, tilted toward summer sun, receives rays at their fullest; located 
far inland, with no large sources of moisture; longer duration of sunlight and 
shorter nights increase heat; average temperatures lower than in South, how- 
ever; relief usually comes soon, for paths where pressure areas are near. 


HE principal cause of all weather 
T cnanees and conditions is the distribu- 

tion of atmospheric pressure—the rela- 
tive positions of areas of high and low 
pressure, their degrees of intensity and ac- 
tivity... There is never a hot spe!l in the 
Middle West except as a result of high at- 
mospheric pressure existing over the South- 
eastern States while an area of low pressure 
advances from the West aeross the North- 
ern States near the Canadian border. 

This arrangement of pressure does not 
always produce a particularly hot spell; it 
may, and usually does, cause only compara- 
tively mild, weather. But if the low pressure 
area in the North is rather shallow, wide- 
spread, and slow-moving, and the high in 
the Southeast is stationary, or “stagnant,” 
the ssure conditions are ideal for abnor- 
mally high temperature in the Central and 
North Central regions of the United States, 
and the heat will continue as long as such 
pressure arrangement obtains. 

What causes these conditions of at- 
mospheric pressure to arise and establish 
themselves is not definitely known, and it 
would not be worth while to try to state 
the theories on the subject here. 

But there are some other reasons, in ad- 
dition to “highs” and “lows,” why the great 
hot spells reach such proportions (unduly 
severe, it would seem at first thought) .in

Why is it that these hot spelis so often 
appear first in the Northwestern’ States, ~ 
Montana. Wyoming, Nebraska and the Da- 
kotas? Why is it thatthe temperature at . 
times goes as high Or higher in these North- 
western States and in the upper portions 
of the Mississippi Valley than it does in the 
more southern portions of the country, the 
Gulf States, for example? 

Usually, the farther north, the lower 
the temperature; but in our great hot spells 
this rule sometimes fails. The reasons seem 
to be as follows: : 

1. Consider the topography of the Mis- 
souri Valley; how the valley spreads its vast 
area from the Rocky Mopntaings of Mon- 
tana, Wyoming and Colorado eastward and 
southward over the Dakotas, Nebraska, 
Kansas and Missouri. From the sources of 
Marias River in Western Montana to those 
of the Gasconade in Southern Missouri, the 
Missouri basin extends 1350 miles in a 
southeast direction. Its northern edge 
reaches 75 miles beyond the northern

sun therefore have a maximum effect on 
this surface. 

If it were tilted the other way—high at 
the south and low at the north—the sun’s 
rays would not have so great effect. But, 
as the layout actually exists, I venture to 
say that the heating effects of the sun in 
summer time are more powerful over this 
surface than over any other surface of equal 
area in the United States. 


2. Consider the far-inland position of this 
area, and the absence of sourcés of moisture 
such as the Gulf of Mexico and the oceuns. 
With atmospheric pressure (highs and 
lows) situated as described in the first par- 
agraph of this article, wind movement would 
be light and several days might elapse be- 
fore sufficient moisture could be brought 
into the overlying atmosphere to produce 
clouds. The sun would therefore blaze away 
day after day unobstructedly, and the vast 
inclined surface of the upper Missouri Val- 
ley, and a deep stratum of the over!ying air, 
would be heated to an extraordinary degree. 

3. Consider the length of the day, or 
duration of sunlight, in the northern por- 
tions as compared with the southern por- 
tions of the country in midsummer. There 
is a difference of about two hours. The 
day is about 16 hours in the extreme North 
Central United States and decreases to 
about 14 hours on the Gulf coast. This 
means that the sun not only gets in more 
work in the North, but that the nights are 
correspondingly short in the North and 
therefore thé temperature, does not coo] 
down as much in the short Northern nights 
as it does in the long nights in the Gulf 
States. 

Fortunately for the Northwest and the 
Middle West, the hot spells of major char- 
acter that we have been discussing do not 
occur often—only when “highs” and “lows” 
(those dictators of the weather) fail to keep 
their normal schedules. When the temper- 
atures generally are noted day by day and 
by season, we #asily find that hot, 

weather is more continuous and its cumu- 
lative effects greater in the more southern 
portions of the country. In the middle. and

NEW YORK, July 19.—First 
contracts for the construction of a 
1000-mile 24-inch pipe line have 
been awarded by the Continental

The Continental company was 
formed by Cities Service, Insull, 
Southwestern Development, Stand- 
ard of New Jersey, Texas, Skelly, 
Phillips and Columbian Carbon to 
construct the natural gas line.

927 LAWS ENACTED 


BY 71ST CONGRESS 


This Is 46 Less Than in Sim- 
ilar Period of 70th—-19,284 
Bills Introduced.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—A to- 
tal of 927 laws was enacted in the 
first two sessions of the seventy- 
first Congress out of 19,284 meas- 
ures introduced, 

Of these, 655 originated in the 
House and 272 in the Senate. The 
655 House bills, however, included 
five omnibus pension measures 
containing 2512 House bills and 
907 Senate bills, the latter added 
to the House ‘bills as amendments. 

If these. had been considered 
Separately, the grand total of laws 
enacted would be 4341, of which 
3167 weer originally House  Dills 
and 1179 were Senate bills. 

Only seven measures met with 
the disapproval of President Hoov- 
er, who vetoed four by message 
and three by failing to sign them 
after Congress adjourned.

‘NEW YORK, July 19.—Co- 
operation to the end that the cost 
of anthracite coal to the public 
may be reduced without reducing 
the earnings of the miners is the 
outstanding feature of the new 
wage agreement made public by 
the joint subcommittee of opera- 
tors and miners yesterday after- 
noon and subsequently approved 
by the full Scale Committee of the 
United Mine Workers. 


By its terms the union retains 
existing wage scales and gets a 
limited check-off, the operators are 
promised the elimination of waste- 
ful practices such as restriction of 
output and the Subscale Commit- 
tee is set up as a permanent body 
with power to take up and dis- 
pose of any and all questions that 
may be raised, including wages, 
working conditions and the appli- 
cation of the wage adjustment 
clause of the existing scale which 
is continued in the new. 
Five Years of Peace. 

This clause remains unchanged 
on the insistence of the miners 
who, however, are pledged to every 
reasonable effort to make it work- 
able_in the hands of the perma- 
nent Subscale Committee, which in 
effect is a supreme court of the 
industry. with the power to “em- 
ploy such skilled and expert as- 
sistance from.time to time as it 
shall deem advisable in order to be 
informed and advised as to any 
facts or information which the 
committee may desire determined,’ 

It took the joint subcommittee an 
hour to approve the draft of the 
contract agreed on Thursday, the 
Scale Committee of the miners in 
a morning session having voiced 
disapproval of the proposed word- 
ing of a clause permitting wages 
to be adjusted each year, and that 
governing the check-off. The first 
objection was met by allowing the 
language of the old contract to 
stand. Minor changes were made 
in the check-off clause.

The Chicago Tribune took him 
next and his drawings of kids be- 
came well known—so well known 
that he moved on to the bigger 
field in New York in 1913. Soon 
after he arrived there he and his 
wife decided to visit Charley 
Voight, the artist, up in Pelham. 
The last part of their journey was 
made in a street car and then there 
the famoug Toonerville Trolley was 
born. :

SCIENCE SEEKS TO 
MAKE HOMES SAFE 


O prevent mishaps such as hap- 

pened to Mrs. Herbert Hoover 

when she suffered a strained 
back from slipping on a waxed 
floor of the White House, the U. 
S. Bureau of Standards is investi- 
gating the 24,000 accidents which 
occur yearly in American homes. 

Forty per cent of such accidents, 
according to Dr. M. G. Lloyd, head 
of the “Safety of the Household” 
department which is making the 
investigation, are caused by fallis. 

The Bureau of Standards has 
asked the club women of North 
Carolina to assist in the prelim- 
inary survey by making reports of 
all accidents occurring in their 
homes during the last year. 

From the findings of these re- 
ports the Bureau will make recom- 
mendations for prevention which 
will be presented to the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs at 
its biennial convention in Denver 
June 6 to 14. 

Dr. Lioyd will suggest the at- 
taching of small rugs to the floors 
to prevent falls. Rails to cellar 
steps will be another precautionary 
measure advocated as will hand 
holds on bath tubs. Many falls are 
due to slippery tubs.

| “so0a manners,” but once upon 

a time it was considered “smart” 
to walk with a slouch, stand care- 
lessly and to loll about.

Heredity in Hay Fever. 


EREDITY plays a prominent 
H rote in predisposing the indi- 

‘Jdual to hay fever, and kindred 
conditions such as asthma, 

A recent study revealed that 60 
per cent of hay fever sufferers werv 
the offsprings of parents, one wor 
both of whom suffered from the 
disease. 

Where both parents suffered 
from either hay fever of asthma, 
their children, when manifesting 
hypersensitiveness, did so before 
the tenth year of age. 

In ¢ases where only one of the 
parents suffered, or where there 
was no parental history of hay 
fever or asthma, the symptoms usu- 
ally did not appear until after the 
tenth year of life. 

Hence the more complete the 
family tendency to hay fever, the 
earlier does the condition manifest 
itself in the young. 

Familial predisposition alone will 
not bring on either hay fever or 
asthma. The individual must be- 
come sensitive through intimate 
contact with the provoldng agent. 

In hay fever, this agent is al- 
ways some plant pollen, in asthma 
it may be any of many proteins. 

Nor is it-to, be agsumed that if 
one type of pollen brought on hay 
fever in the parent, thé offspring 
will also be sensitive to it. 

The parent may be sentitive to 
ragweed ahd the child to oak pol- 
len. Again, the parent may suffer 
only hay fever and the child asth- 


ma. 
Some persons become sensitive 


to but one protein, others to many. 

In general, the worse the familial 
history and the earlier in life the 
symptoms of protein sensitivencs® 


‘lappear, the more numerous are the 


proteins to which the individual re-

TEASING HAS ITS GOOD POINTS

me alone. He's teasing me 

all the time. I can't study.” 
Many parents are annoyed and 
worried by similar complaints. 

“What can I 40 to make my old- 
er boy stop teasing hig ‘sisters?” 
asks one mother. “My lIfttle girl 
teases her big brother terribly,” says 
anothér. Shall we put a stop to 
this teasing? And if so, how? 

Most of the time it is just play, 
is it not? If we stopped it the chil- 
dren would miss it. Providing the 
youngsters are pretty evenly 
matched and seem not to be great- 
ly disturbed by their encountérs, I 
think it 18 wiser not to interfere. 
When this fooling becomes too 
rough, a temporary separation usu- 
ally acts as a helpful reminder. The 
teaser may need an occasional ad- 
monition to be less rough of more 
fair. The teasee may need to be 
reminded that by showing irrita- 
tion and anndyance hé {8s laying 
himself open to continued attacks. 

In s6éme cases, however, wé may 
feel that the problem is mofeé seri- 
ous, either because we détect an 
element of dislike, jealousy, Or in- 
tended cruelty back of the attacks; 
or becausé we do not like the effect 
of the teasing on the victim. 

Lét us discuss the first difficulty: 
the case where a child uses teasing 
to mask a feeling of dislike or irri- 
tation. Sometimes the youngster 
is just taking out his unhappiness 
on the wérld in general. At other 
times a child is jealous of a young- 
er of older sister or brother and,

in consequence, is trying in every. 


way to make life miserable for the 
disliked one. We must use our in- 
genuity to find the cause of the 
jealousy and to remove & Have 
we been holding up one child as a 
model to another? Have we been 
showing favoritism? Let us get 
at the root of the matter! 

Now to tackle our second prob- 
lem: the bad effect of teasing. Ifa 
teased youngster is developing «a 
bad temper, a hatred of his tor- 
mentor, or an inferiority complex; 
if he is trying to make up for his 


! . 


feeling of inferiority by showing 
off or by running away from his 
companions altogether, then it is 
high time to stép in and take the 
situation in hand! 

Children always become a butt 
for teasing when they have marked 
peculiarities. ‘‘Red-head,” “skin- 
ny.” “fatty.” “freckles” have al- 
ways been terms of torment. Let 
us help Our children to accept these 
epitheta good humoredly and with- 
out heartaches. Sometimes the 
cause of the peculiarities and the 
resultant teasing may be laid at 
the parents’ door. Has the boy be- 
come a “sissy’’ because of his par- 
ents’ overattention and protection? 
Is the child being teased because 
he dresses very differently from 
his fellows? 

Teasing will bear careful watech- 
ing. If it is prompted by unhappl- 
ness or malice or if its effects on 
the teased youngster are bad, we 
have to take the situation in hand, 
But when it is merely good na- 
turéd play, it develops a sense of 
give and take, of sportsmanship, 
and adds to the fun and joy of 
family life. So why interfere?
